Bee World, Mr. J. W. Howell expres- 
ses some doubt as 
to the usually 
ad- 


vanced theory regarding 
the 
produc- 


tion of drones by the queen before im- 
pregnation and says further 
that he 


has come to the conclusion 
"that the 


various writers on bee 
culture 
must 


be mistaken in regard to the rearing 
of drones, and 
the 
whole 
subject 
it 


seems to me, ought to be rehashed 
and 


gotton up on more 
scientific 
princi- 


ples." 
As there are many others who 


have misgivings 
as to the tru th of 
partheuogenetic 
production, 
I have 
condensed 
iv the 
following article 


some information 
regarding 
parthen- 


ogenesis 
gathered 
at 
various 
times 


from various sources. 
It is now fully 


thirty years 
ago tuat the Rev. 
Dr. 


Dyiersou, 
announced 
iv a 
modest 


manner, 
that 
''drone eggs do not re- 
quire fecundation,but 
the co-operation 


of the drone is imperatively necessary 
for the production of worker 
bees." 


Of course there was no want ofpersons 
who were ready, 
with their pens, 
to 
inveigh against such bold attacks 
up- 


on the holy truths nf science; 
but all 


that investigated the matter 
experi- 


mentally were compelled to acknowl- 
edge its truth; and thus was the sanc- 
tion of science at last obtained and tbe 
fact or "law" discovered 
by Dr. Dy- 


erson was therefore 
called 
partheno- 


genesis. 
But few 
aspiarians 
push 
their inquiries further 
than the 
nar- 


row limits ofthe 
apiary, and but few 


know whether this law is restricted to 
the bee alone or 
whether it has wider 


dominion in animated nature general- 
ly. 
Of all investigators of the subject 


Messrs. Yon Siebold and Lenhart have 
contributed 
most towards placing the 


law upon a firm scientific basis. 
Mr. 


Yon Siebold has given to the 
public 


the result of his many years labor in 
his latest work entitled 
"Regarding 


Parthenogenesis 
of 
Autteropodes" 


(Leipsic.) 
This work exhibits 
a con- 


scientious 
and 
laborious 
examina- 
tion of the subject, 
marked in the 


manner 
of conducting 
the 
same, 
by 
the 
greatest 
perspicacity. 
Tbe 


author 
gives his 
experiments 
with 


seven 
different species, 
and 
closes 


his work with a chapter 
summaris- 
ing his conclusions. 
Early in the con- 


troversy regarding 
the truth of par- 


thenogenesis, 
the possibility 
of the 


queen bee being a hermaphrodite 
was 


seriously broached, 
but V. Siebold has 
fullydemonstrated 
the falsity of tbis 


proposition. 
He has likewise 
discov- 


ered that some species produce 
males 


aud others females 
; and that this is 


not a matter ofchance, 
but that tbe 


Polistes, 
Vespa and Nemata as well as 
tbe bee produce only males, while the 
Apus, Artema and Limnadia 
always 


produce 
females. 
The 
same 
holds 


true ofvarious species of hymenoptera 
and the terms of Arrenotody and The- 
lytoklg have been applied to male and 
female producing species respectfully. 
He has no doubt but that further 
in- 
vestigation will prove that partheno- 
genesis is no isolated exception to the 
law ofreprodultion, 
but that it occu- 


pies a hitherto unthought of range in 
animate creation. 
To such as feel re- 


luctant to abandon the belief 
in tbe 
hitherto universally accepted 
law or 


theory of reproduction, 
which impera- 
tivelyrequires, in allcases, 
a co-oper- 


ation of sexes to produce 
an animate 


creature, he recalls the words of Aris- 
totle, "Observation is more 
trustwor- 


thy than theory ; and the latter is to 
be only then accepted when it agrees 
with the former."

stands high iv the estimation of Ger- 
man apiarians and as his report gives 
v better and fuller account of the man- 
ner ofapplying the acid, I have 
con- 


densed his report and give the 
same 


for the benefit of those tbat 
wish 
to 


try tlie remedy. 
Mr. H bas by this 


method cured twenty-five stands 
aud 


his patron, the 
Count Kolowr ab 
of 
Hody Hungary, well known 
by 
bis 


importation 
and 
trial 
of 
Cyprian 


Smyruian and Egyptian 
bees, 
has in 


like manner cured 
sixty-five stands. 


Dissolve the crystalized acid 
in eight 


times its quantity 
of alcohol. 
Four 


times the amount would dissolve the 
acid, but for our purpose we must use 
more so that the acid will not "flabe" 
when mixed with water. 
More than 


eight times as 
much 
alcohol 
might 


prove injurious to the tender brood in 
unsealed cells. 
This solution we will 


call for convenience 
the alcoholic 
so- 


lution. 
For the disinfection 
of the 
hives, frames and combs use but thir- 
ty-two of this alcoholic solution drops 
for everyone 
of water; mix well by 


shaking. 
This water should 
not 
be 


too warm yet it should be less than 60 
degrees, Fabr. else the solution 
will 


become flaky. For the disinfection of 
the hive and combs use an 
atomiser. 


There is no danger 
in applying 
the 


acid ifyou use uo 
greater 
proportion 


than the above, and If your water 
is 


not too cold to chill tbe 
brood. 
To 


keep the brood 
warm 
disinfect 
the 


hive first Mien bang in the 
brood 
as 


fast as disinfected. 
Reduce 
the hive 


to its smallest possible limits;remove 
the surplus honey and 
disinfect with 


the weather 
solution. 
Before 
doing 


tbe above 
however 
all sealed 
foul- 


broody cells must first be 
disinfected 


by a mixture of equal parts of this 
al- 


coholic solution 
and 
water. 
To do 


this use a piece of wood of the size and 
shape of an ear spoon (such as are gen- 
erally 
attached 
to 
tweezers.) 
Dip 


this 
in this 
stronger 
solution 
and 


pierce the sealed foulbroody cell to its 
bottom, immersing 
the 
spoon 
anew 


for each 
cell. 
The 
unsealed 
brood 


need not be so treated, 
as tbe disinfec- 


tion with the 
abonijer 
is 
sufficient. 


Count Kolowrat uses a syringe, 
but a 


better instrument, perhaps, 
would be 


a spring bottom oiler, such as usually 
accompany 
sewing 
machines. 
First 


pierce with the nozzle and 
then press 


on the bottom. 
Every other evening 


feed about one-third pint 
of honey to 


which add thirty to nfty drops 
of the 


alcohol.; solution 
according 
to 
the 


size of the hive. 
The sprinkling with 


the atomiser 
should 
take place at 


least every eight days, if not oftener. 
Mystands required from 
two to six 


applications 
before I considered 
them 


fullycured. 
Be sure to sprinkle 
all 


parts. 
It Is bad policy to cage 
queen 


as it would weaken tbe hive too much. 
In 
the 
subsequent 
examinations 


one 
will find 
dead 
larvae, 
though 


these do not exhibit the symptoms 
of 


foul brood. 
They are evidences of in- 


sufficient or faulty feeding and 
nurs- 


ing. 
Mr. H. thinks that the constant 


exposure to the foul vapors of the hive 
E 


roves deleterious to the 
queen 
aud 


ees generally. Especially the young- 


er bees that act as nurses, and 
at the 


same time remove the decaying 
mat- 


ter, thus communicate 
the poisonous 


substance 
'o the brood tbey feed. And 


as it is likewise probable tbat tbe foul 
brood fungus may 
generate 
and 
in- 


crease within th body of tbe live bee, 
justas tbe trichual iv man, it is well 
to regenerate 
the brood by the addition 


of young brood 
from healthy 
hives. 


When all these measures 
have 
been 


conscienciously 
used 
it nevertheleas 


happens that foul brood will continue 
to appear. 
In such 
case 
it may be 


safely presumed 
that the ovaries 
of 


the queen have become 
Infected. 
In 


tbe Zb hives 
treated 
by Hilbert 
he 


found 
three 
such 
queens. 
Instead 


therefore of destroying 
all queens it 


would be well to try them in a nucleus 
hive with clean 
combs 
and 
healthy 


bees. 
Mr. H. summarizes 
tbe matter 


in the following words. 
"Tbe 
abso- 


lute cure of foul brood will be effected 
by a proper 
application 
of Salicycic 


Acid; by the aid or addition of healthy 
brood or nurse 
bees and finally by a 


change of bees if necessary." 
Mr. H. 


estimates 
one ounce 
of the acid suffi- 


cient to cure 5 to 6 stands.

Divide your bees as soon as they be* 


come 
strong in the Spring. 
Do not 


divide so late that your colonies will 
not have time to become strong before 
the honey 
season 
commences. 
Re- 


member tbat strong colonies are 
the 


great secret in successful 
bee-keeping. 


When your bees 
manifest a restless 


and 
uneasy 
disposition 
by running 


about the front of the hive and 
sig- 


naling each other, it is a sign that 
they have lost their queen, 
and 
they 


should be examined at once. 


Never undertake 
to keep many bees 
until after you have become 
familiar 


with their nature and habits. 
In selecting 
ground for an 
apiary 


select 
ground 
gently sloping to tbe 


Southeast. 
Face the hives in that di- 


rection. 
Set 
them 
straight, 
and 
if 


possible 
have running water close by 


and pasture convenient as possible. 


Examine 
your bees often, 
bo that 


you 
may 
always 
be familiar 
with 
their condition.
